MEETING OPENS. 

President Robert S, Taylor 
presided over the meeting, which 
was opened at lo o'clock. Prof. 
W. L, Walker, of Cedar Springs. S. 
C, is official interpreter. When 
the president announced in signs 
that the convention would be open- 
ed with prayer by Rev. C. Wilder, 
of Durham, the assemblage rose and 
watched the minister intently, as he 
made the invocation in the sign 
language. 

President Taylor then introduced 
Mayor Bland, who made a brief but 
happy address, extending a cordial 
welcome to the visitors and com- 
mending the motives which led them 
to band together for a noble purpose. 
On motion of Mr. M. H. Johnson, 
of Pender County, the mayor was 
given a vote of thanks at the con- 
clusion of his speech. 

Mr. W. R. Hackney, who, though 
deaf is not a mute, read an address 
of welcome. Said he : 

ADDRESS OF MR. HACKNKV. 

* ' Afr, President, Ladies and Gentle- 
^^k; — " It is the greatest pleasure 
to me to stand before you to wel- 
come you, one and all on l)ehalf of 
the deaf of Charlotte and Mecklen- 
burgh County. 

' ' When I say * welcome * I mean 
in the full meaning -of the word. 
Welcome to enjoy the pleasures and 
amusements that abound in our great 
city. Welcome to enjoy to your 
heart's content in everything that 
you may see or do 

* * Welcome to enjoy all the plea- 
sures and pastimes that have been 
planned for you during your stay in 
our city. 

*• I feel like the people on our 
Westerii frontier; when if anybody 
or some lone traveler passing 
through their country, who is 
hungry or in need pa.sses by their 
liorae without going in and provid- 
ing for himself whether they are 
at home or not, will feel insulted or 
done a great injustice. 

'* We do not want you to go home 
hungry for pleasure or recreation 
without enjoying yourselves to the 
limit. 

'* Our mayor, Hon. C. A. Bland, 
has already welcomed you on behalf 
of the city, 

" We will leave nothing unturned 
to make your stay a pleasant one. 

* * We are glad to have you with us 
and if there is anything that we can 
serve you call on us." 

MR MILLER SPEAKS. 

The next address on the program, 
the response of the mayor by Mr. 
Robert C. Miller, was eloquently de- 
livered in the sign lafiguage, while 
Professor Walker read it aloud from 
the manuscipt. 

*' Mr, Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen : 

* * In behalf of the visiting delegates 
here assembled. It gives me great 
pleasure to assure you of our high 
appreciation of your kind welcome to 
your city, known far and wide as 
• The yueen City of the Carolin- 
ians. * It is a great pleasure for us to 
be among the people of intelligence, 
culture, generosity, merit and 
hospitality. 

*• This is not the first visit that 1 
have paid to Charlotte. I have been 
here many times and have enjoyed 
the kind hospitality so willingly ex* 
tended to me on these occasions. 

" Charlotte is the largest and most 
iuij)ortant commerical and manufac- 
turing city in our great State. It is 
in the midst of a rich agricultural 
region, and has an extensive trade, 
especially in cotton. 

••The progressive spirit in busi- 
^^M lines is beautifully demonstrat- 
ed. 

" The public roads of Mecklen- 
burg County arc a source of great 
pride and contribute greatly to the 
city's growth and prosperity. We 
'ijiigratulate you upon such a whole- 
^^nie state of affairs. 

*' We cannot forget that it was 

^' t on May lo, 1775, thci>tH)plc 

> Icnburg County formally de- 



clared their freedom from English 
rule and authority, and published 
what is known as the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence. This 
was the first assertion on the part of 
any of the colonists of the right to 
sever themselves from the British 
Crown, and was a noble and daring 
act of patriotism. It is fitting that 
you celebrate this day with impos- 
ing and appropriate ceremonies an- 
nually, as it is something worth re- 
membering, and worth teaching to 
your children and their posterity. 

**And, now, you wish to know 
the object of our convention. We 
have come from all parts of this 
State to enjoy the pleasure of meet- 
ing old friends and making new 
ones, and to exchange experiences 
and ideas, and to devise the best 
ways of promoting the welfare of 
our little * brethren in silence,' as 
well as disabusing the public mind 
of erroneous ideas about deaf i>eople. 

*' I wish to call your attention to 
the great progress of the deaf. 

** Among the erroneous ideas con- 
cerning deaf people is one entertain- 
ed by * employers, who suppose that 
our deafness debars us from various 
lines of employment, whereas, trial 
has shown in many instances that 
hearing was not essential. There 
are quite a number of employments 
where a deaf person can give entire 
satisfaction, provided he has charac- 
ter and education. 

" Of more than 1,000 deaf citizens 
of the State, not one is engaged in 
begging or peddling, and in 99 cases 
out of every 100 'deaf beggars and 
peddlers belong to that class of peo- 
ple whom we designate as *our more 
fortunate brother/ 

* * The deaf people you see here 
this morning are self-supporting, in- 
dependent and respected citizens, on 
the same social plane with hearing 
people. They are engaged in almost 
all kinds of employment. Many 
deaf-mutes in the United States are 
prominent in diilerents walks of life. 
They have their churches, their as- 
sociations, fraternities, and their old 
people's homes, all maintained by 
their own efforts. They have de- 
monstrated that deafness presents no 
serious obstacle to mental culture or 
success in the practical affairs of life. 

* ' We think that the hearing public 
should not always be unjustly criti- 
cised for their apparent prejudice 
against the deaf, in a business way, 
as many of those hearing people ac- 
tually do not understand the deaf 
correctly as a class as they should. 
The people of the State will better 
understand the efforts we are mak- 
ing for own uplift and the part we 
are taking in building up the State. 

" Our convention promise to make 
an epoch in the history of our Asso- 
ciation. I am sure that every one 
here is glad to be here, and that we 
will go away with better minds and 
a better understanding of what can 
be done than when we came. 

•* For the welcome, which you 
have so cordially extended and which 
we all feel and felt long before a 
word of welcome was spoken, we 
thank you most heartily.** 

OTHER SPEECHES. 

Mr. Walter Glover, of South 
Carolina, Vice-president of the Na- 
tional Association of the Deaf, made 
a pleasing speech in sign language. 

Prof. K. McK. Goodwin, super 
intendent of the Deaf and Dumb 
School, was called on and made an 
inspiring speech. Mr. Andrew C. 
Miller, of Shelby, father of Mr. 
Robert C. Miller, a teacher in the 
State School, and also father of 
Messrs, Hugh and Andrew Miller, 
delegates to the convention, was 
called on and spoke happily. * I 
never heard of an instance where 
deaf-mutes do not make good,' said 
he. 

Miss KHzabeth Julian, of Char- 
lotte, recited gracefully in sign 
language " My Country, 'Tis of 
Thee." 

^RESIDENT'S ADDRKSS. 

The next event was the address of 
President Taylor, which was read by 
Miss Robina Tillinghast, of Durham, 
missionary to the deaf, as he de- 
livered it. He discussed the useful- 
ness of such conventions and the 
motives that prompt tlicni. Said 
he: 

'* In the matter ol v..».v..iu)n, we 
are striving to get rid of all narrow- 
ness, all extremes in methods, and 
are standing on the broad, sensible, 
progressive platform that the best 
thing to do in educating the deaf 



child is to use any and all known 
methods to reach, excite and 
develop the child's mind and give it 
a true understanding ; that to con- 
fine the education of a deaf child to 
any single method is not giving the 
child a square deal. 

** Also, we advocate more and 
better training in industrial occupa- 
tions for the deaf youth while in 
school. The handicap of deafness 
becomes greater and more difhcult 
to overcome with the increase in the 
cost of living and the keener com- 
petition for employment which snch 
conditions create. Therefore, the 
deaf youth need and should have a 
thorough training both of mind and 
of hand while in school. For the 
schools to make a play to the galle- 
ries in the way of speech teaching, 
lip-reading, and in military drill, is 
not going to make a bread and 
butter winning combination for the 
deaf child after he leaves school, 
nor add to his happiness and capabi- 
lities as a citzen. . Co-ordinate 
training of mind and body — the one 
to understand, the other to do things 
—is what he needs." 

To show the agreement between 
the Carolinians and the other as 
sociations of the deaf. President 
Taylor read resolutions adopted by 
them. The position was taken that 
the deaf should be cousulted as to 
policy or contempated changes, 
asking that alumni and alt\mna} be 
represented on the directorates, and 
protesting against any attempt to 
force any one system, as the oral 
method, on children who proved 
unadapted to this. 

Remarks on the president's ad- 
dress were made by Mr. Milton 
Johnson. Very interesting talks 
were made by Messrs. D. R. Tilling- 
hast, R. C. Fortune, Prof. Robert 
C. Miller, Prof. J. C. Miller and 
Miss Robina Tillinghast. 

COMMITTEES APPOINTED. 

The following committee on re- 
solutions was appointed: C. E. Jones, 
Chairman, Hugh G. Miller, Joel M.

After this was 



finished the discussion of conditions 
affecting the welfare of the deaf was 
taken up. The first topic was that 
of education and was led by the 
president, Mr. Robert S. Taylor, 
who said tliat industrial education 
was now just as important as that 
gained in the school room proper. 

This led the way to the discus- 
sion of the next topic, industrial con- 
ditions affecting the deaf. This was 
led by George H. Baily, of Wood- 
leaf, who said that agriculture was 
the best calling for the majority of 
the deaf to follow. 

There was a lively exchange of 
views among several members, the 
gist of which was that the deaf left 
.school unprepared to engage in agri- 
cultural work because of lack of 
proper advantages, in this branch of 
industrial training, at the Morgan- 
ton school. One member called up- 
on those pre.sent who had gained 
any useful instruction in farming on 
tlie fartn at school, to please raise 
their hands Their are many farm- 
ers among the deaf of the State, 
.some of whom are doing excellent 
work, but not a hand went up to 
show that any helj) had been gained 
from the instruction given at Mor- 
ganton. A motion was made by Mr. 
Charles K. Jones, that the officers 
of the Association be instructed to 
consult and advise with the Board 
of Directors with a view to the mak- 
ing of imi)rovements in the krm 
work at the school, especially in the 
foremanship of instruction. 

.RELIGIOUS INFLUENCES. 

The next topic was that of social 
and religious influences. This was 
led by Mr. D. R. Tillinghast, chap- 
lain of the School for the Deaf. He 
said, among other things, that a 
number of deaf-mutes, living scatter- 
ed up in the State, should get to- 
gether and form a co-operative so- 
ciety ; live near each other, and co- 
operate in farming and in the sale of 
their produce. He felt assured that 
they, organized, would ]>< set- 

ter than they would >cly. 



They have many social opportuni- 
ties. Rev. Grover C. Wilder, Bap- 
tist missionary to the deaf, joined 
in this discussion, especially the re- 
ligious feature. He criticized 
severely the authority over the boys 
at school while outside the school- 
room, claiming that the influence of 
the supervisor was not proper, and 
for the best interests of the boys, 
because it was not religious. He 
cited the act of the supervisor in 
alK)lishing the Children's Christian 
Endeavor Society, which they had 
established and managed for them- 
selves for over 20 years, as evidence 
to sustain his view. Others s{x>ke 
along the same line. Mr. Wilder 
did not think the condition blamable 
upon the superintendent, but others 
disagreed with him and said that 
several prominent deaf persons had 
protested to the Board about the 
matter, and that upon the assurance 
of the superintendent that this in- 
fluence was all right and proper, the 
Board dropi>ed the subject and took 
no action, thus placing the responsi- 
bility on the superintendent. 

This concluded the discussion for 
the afternoon. 

With the election of ofiicers to 
serve for the ensuing term, the se- 
lection of Wilmington for the next 
biennial meeting, and the adoption of 
strong resolutions urging the giving 
of recognition to the deaf on the 
directorate of the State Institution 
at Morganton the fourth biennial 
convention of the North Carolina As- 
sociation of the Deaf came to a 
close at the Mecklenburg Hotel 
late yesterday afternoon. I^ast night 
there was a splendid moving picture 
lecture for the benefit of those at- 
tending, and to-day there will be a 
big picnic at Riverside, which will 
conclude the entertainment features. 
The Charlotte meeting, in the esti- 
mation of those present, has been the 
most successful in the history of the 
organization. The attendance has 
tieen large, the personnel high, and 
the lectures given of extraordinary 
interest. 

The election of officers resulted as 
follows: Mr. Charles K. Jones, of 
Lattimore, president; Miss Roma 
Fortune, of Durham, vice-president; 
Mr. Robert S. Taylor, of Mount 
Olive, secretary; and Mr. John C. 
Miller, of Morganton, treasurer ; — 
the election of Messrs. Jones, Taylor 
and Miller being by unanimous vote. 

As to the place for holding the 
next biennial, Asheville and Wil- 
mington were the two cities compet- 
ing, the mountain city losing out 
after a strong fight, the choice of 
Wilmington being then made un- 
animous. 

FOR REPRESENTATION. 

The most interesting and spirited 
discussion of the day was that center- 
ing about the resolution offered by 
the resolution committee demanding 
representation for the deaf on the 
board of directors of the school at 
Morganton. There were several 
lively sj>eeches and the resolution 
was adopted by unanimous vote save 
on the part of Messrs. J. C. and 
Robert Miller, who are teachers in 
the institution. They indicated that 
they favored the resolution, but the 
|X)licy of the administration authori- 
ties being against it, felt that they 
could not vote for it. The leaders 
in the discussion favoring the resolu- 
tion were Messrs. Roljert S. Taylor, 
Milton H. Johnson, George Bailey 
and others. 

One of the features of the after- 
noon session was the talk of Prof. W. 
I^aurent Walker, of the South Caro- 
lina School for the Deaf, who has 
been acting as interpreter for the con- 
vention. Professor Walker secured 
the floor and gave expression to 
some very complimentary sentiments 
al>out the iiersonnel of the conven- 
tion. He said that a school that 
gave such s|>lendid men and women 
to the State could not be anything 
but a good school. 

Prior to adjournment Miss Bessie 
White, of Charlotte, gave a beautiful 
rendition in signs of the hymn ** God 
Be With Vou Till We Meet Again." 
The re.Holutions of appreciation 
were addressed to the citizens of 
Charlotte, Greater Charlotte Club, 
Mecklenburg and other hotels, local 
entertainment committee of which 
Mr, W. R. Hackney is chairman, 
newspapers, railroads. Prof. W. I- 
Walker, Rev. G. C. Wilder. Miss 
Robina Tillinghast and the retiring 
officers of the Association. 



RKSOI,UTlONS. 

The resolution9«abo9lii||M|lril so much 
interest centered and whicn^^e a brief 
synopsis of the convention are as toHows : 

Whkrkas, The president and officers of 
this association were carrying out the 
instructions of this body and had the 
approval and support of the Governor of 
the State, who had thoroughly investicjat- 
etl tlie peculiar situation affecting the deaf 
of the State in their relations lo the North 
Carolina School for the Deaf where they 
were educAte<i, in all efforts that were made 
lo get representation for the deaf on the 
Board of Directors of the school ; and, 

Whkrkas, The Superintendent and thft 
President of the board did approve and are 
now bitterly opposed to such policy; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That we do express our dis- 
pleasure and disappointment at such op- 
position and request that it stop, so that 
the deaf of the State '»» »^' '^'«ne into trust- 
ful and helpful co a with said 
authorities in the tt , vent of the 
school, in the advancement of all interests 
affecting the deaf pupils therein, and of 
the atlult deaf of the State. 

Resolved^ That the number of directors 
of the school for the deaf in North Caro- 
lina should be increased from seven to 
nine, that one or both new members 
should be deaf persons of education, gooil 
judgment and business ahility ; that the 

f>resideut of this association l>e and he is 
lereby selected to represent this body 
before the next session of the legislature 
of North Carolina for the purpose of secur- 
ing said two new members of the Board of 
Directors. 

Resolved, That this association shall 
co-oj>erate with the National Association 
of the Deaf, and that we enxlorse the 
appointment of Mr. R. S, Taylor to the 
Hitecutive Committee of that association. 

Resolved^ That we endorse the reso- 
lutions of the National Aasociation of the 
Deaf and tlie Gallaudet (^-1^— ■" Ahimni 
Association, the two slroi IxKiies 

in the world, which were c.^ J in the

Resolved, That we heartily commend the 
Board of Directors of the School for the 
Deaf for their action in retaining Mr. D. 
R. Tillinghast as chaplain.

extent of the law the * pretending deaf- 
mute beggars.* 

Resolved, That we endorse the record 
and actions of the administration of the 
association siuce the last meeting in 1912. 

Resolved, That we commend the un- 
tiring efforts of our retiring president in 
l)ehau of the bill before the last Legis- 
lature to increase the members of the 
Board of Directors of the school so as to 
include a deaf man. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this as- 
sociation that the educational interests of 
deaf require an increased ratio of deaf 
teachers and male hearing teacher^ixkssess- 
ing the requisite intellectual and moral 
qualtficatious. 

MORNING SRvSSION. 

The morning session yesterday 
took up the program where it was 
left off Thursday afternoon with 
President Taylor in the chair. 

*' Domestic Science ** for the deaf, 
was first taken up, the leader in 
this discussion being Miss Robina 
Tillinghast, of Durham. The sub- 
ject was discussed altogether in the 
sign language, the leader giving 
many valuable hints, while delegates 
arising in their seats, took part in 
the sign discussion with all the 
energy and thoroughness of under- 
standing of the man of normal hear 
ing. The first part of the morning's 
session was of especial interest to 
young girls and woman delegates to 
the meeting, this work being sum- 
med up under the heading of ** Cul- 
tural Work *' for the deaf. 

AS TO TMPOSTORS. 

At the conclusion of the discussion 
the meeting went into a discussion 
of impostors, under the guidance of 
President Taylor, the idea being that 
many people, especially as deaf, are 
able to gather in considerable sums 
of money for their own use, whereas 
in many cases these people are not 
deaf or dumb, or afflicted with any- 
thing but laziness. There were sev- 
eral short talks in the sign language 
on this subject, after which a strong 
resolution was offered and adopted, 
setting the association on record 
against such practices and impostures 
both for its own protection and for 
that of the public. 

The resolution calls on the city 
authorities in various cities, and also 
on the conductors in charge of trains, 
to be on the lookout for these impos- 
tors and to see to it that they get 
their deserts at the hands of the law. 
The resolution was adopted unani- 
mou.sly. 



just completed the raising of a purse 
which it desired to present to Presi- 
dent Taylor for his efficient services 
in behalf of the organization and its 
interests for the past four years.

The men, women, farmers, 
and wives of farmers, and pupils, 
were all urged to co-operate in this 
work, and if the owner of any ex- 
hibit desired, the exhibit conld be 
offered on sale at the close of the 
fair.

We are aware thai there Is an impatience 
among ?-ome of tlie members of the Society 
in bearing thi^ burflen longer. 'I'h» y would 
ask State aid for it. We hope, however, 
they will be abl(5 to see with others the ne- 
ce-sity for it becoming less and less appa- 
rent, if we have been able to maintain the 
charity so long, why should we not wish to 
continue to do so. especially since the pro- 
sp< ct,H for its ultiinate independence are 
growing Ix tter every y<'ar. At any raie. 
State aid is (he last thing we should "try for, 
if we wish the Home to be as free from in- 
terference as it is now. Sh(»uld it ever 
pass out of our hands, it will very likely 
have to depend upon the bounty of thi* State 
ff)r It's upkeep, but let it be said to the cre- 
dit of tin; iieaf that it was alw^iys maintain 
I'd Ijy the labors of their bands and with tlie 
help of friends.

Now, it is far from true that we have ex 
hausted our ways anrl means for the support 
of th(i lIoMK!. In his saliitatcjry letter to the 
Society in con.ention in Shamokin, Pa., 
last year, otir esteemed friend and predeces- 
sor in oflicf, the Itev. B. li. Allabough, now 
fjf (/leveland, Ohio, asked tin- pointed quPH- 
tion " Has there bf^en any HyHtctnaUc work 
for the accumulation of the Eridowment 
l^utid." Frankly tlionj has been none to 
speak of. Some attempt was made at a for- 
mer time for, systematic work in the So- 
ciety ; but no result came of that, too. Our 
work may have been largely of the spasmo- 
dic kind We must admit that, while much 
may have been done in this way, a great 
deal more miglit have been done by real 
systematic work. It is not too late to try 
for it. We have no plan to ofT<jr liere, and 
we think it is a Huijject for deep /md 
thorough consideration. It may be advis- 
able to ask the Board of Managers to see 
what can be done in tiie matter.

alTlu^ted like ourselyes - our (leaf brothers 
and sisters. May Uod pity them in the 
agony of tlieir dire distress 1 Greatly as we 
deplore the war, we ar(^ yet helpless to as- 
sist them Our chief connolatlon may lie 
in tliat we are thinking of tliem with * earts 
of pity We may a 1hc» u> on record as ex- 
pressing the devout wish that the peofjles 
of all the warring nations will be spared 
from a long and relentless' C(mflict.

F'riday afternoon was devoted to 
ninht-seeing in the city of IMtts- 
iMirgh.

The Committee on Resolutions, 
through Rev. Mr Siiui'Iku, Cliair- 
ninn, presented tire following re 
solutions, which were unanimouHly 
adopted, with the exceptions that 
I lie Resoluliun No. 6 received cmly 
two dissenting votes : 

r. The Pennsylvania Society for the 
Advancement of the Deaf in convention as- 
senibled at Pittsburgh, Pa., Angust 36th, 
1^14, deeply deplores the turlmlent con- 
ditions in the ** Old World" at the present 
time, and desires to place upon rectjrd its 
deep sympathy for all the people of the 
warring nations, and especially for those 
people who are afflicted like ourselves aiul 
have no part in the war. 

a. Considering that the financial support 
of tlie Home at Doylestown has fallen off 
to such an extent that a deficit is threat^ 
ened ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers be 
hereby eenijxiwered to make such plans as 
will insure more sutHcient and regular 
support for the Home. 

3. Resohwd, That the Board of Managers 
be requestetl to make arratigeinents with 
all the Local Branches of the Society to 
hold bazars for the benefit of the Home, 
on or about December rath, 19 14. 

4. Resolved ^ That we approve the 
changes in the By-laws as suggested by R. 
M. Ziegler, Secretary, in his report, in re- 
gard to the time for the Annual fiscal Re- 
ports of the Board of Managers, Board of 
Trustees and Local Branches, and le- 
cominend that the Conmiittee on Revision 
of the Constitution and By-Laws make the 
specified changes. 

5. Resolved, That we authorize the Presi- 
dent of the Society to appoint a Com- 
mittee of five, from difTcrent sections of 
the State to raise a Special F'und to Com- 
memorate the 35tb Anniversary of the 
Society in 1916, and report frotn time to 
time to the Preeident. 

6. Resolved, That we recognize the 
importance of equal represenUition at the 
regular meetings of the Society, and there- 
fore rtcommend to the Board of Managers 
to direct each lyocal Branch to send a de- 
legate to each convention at the expense 
of the Branch, if necessary. Such ex- 
pense shall be defrayed from funds col- 
lected for this special purpose. 

7. Resolved, That realizing the im- 
portance and neccetsity of increasing the 
funds of the Society for the direct benefit 
of the Home, we hereby authorize the 
Board of Managers, at the expense of tlie 
Society, to place endowment life insurance 
upon one or more of its younger ♦mem- 
bers, said insurance to be paid to the 
Society ujx>n the expiration of the policy 
or policies. 

8. Resolved, That the thanks of the 
Society be tendered to the Board of Trus- 
tees, Superintendent and Mrs. Burt, and the 
Matron, Miss Clemens, of the Western 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf, for 
the generous hospitality shown us in 
placing the school at our di«i"t«iil 'uid the 
accommoilations and con v. which 
we thoroughly enjoye<l an<i tte. 

9. Resolved, That we express our thanks 
and appreciation to Dr. and Mrs Burt for 
most enjoyable reception tendered us. on 
the evening of August 28th, 1914, and 
for the privilege of having them with us 
during this, the 25th anniversary of I)r. 
Burt's superintendency of the Western 
Pennsylvania Institution for the Deaf. 

10. Resolved, That we express our ap- 
preciation and thanks to Dr, A. L. K. 
Crouter, Sut)*t. of the Pennsylvania Insti- 
tution for the Deaf and Dumb, at Mount 
Airy, for his attcn<lance at our meetings, 
his unfailing kindness to us, for the many 
years of valuable service and wise counsel 
which he has rcndereti the Society. 

11. Resolved. That we appreciate most 
heartily the very generous and willing aid

MISSISSIPPI. 



August II. 19 14 — A most 
successful convention of the Miss- 
issippi Association of the Deaf, was 
held in the Mississippi School, at 
Jackson, August nth to 14th. and 
a very representative and distin- 
guished attendance, together with 
the best programme ever rendered in 
the history of the Association, made 
the gathering worth attending and 
a most memorable one. 

The first day of the convention, 
August nth, was devoted to assem- 
bling, registration, aud getting ac- 
quainted. The Jackson Social Com- 
mittee, under the direction of Chair- 
man S. W. Harris, was on the job 
all the time, aud saw to meeting the 
visitors at the trains, aud to their 
registration, etc. 

The first program of the Missis- 
sippi Convention started Tuesday 
evening,^ August nth, at 8 o* clock, 
before a large assembly of both 
deaf and hearing, when President 
Percy B. Jones, of Corinth, called 
on Rev. H. Lorraine Tracy, the 
well known deaf Kpiscopal minister 
from Baton Rouge, I^a , to invoke 
divine blessing.

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Why do we have expositions at 
all ? We have expositions because 
we know we need closer contact 
with other people, other nations, 
other ideas ; we do it because we 
know we must keep on moving 
ahead and' improving ourselves and 
our surroundings, or else we die of 
dry-tot. The decade which has 
elapsed since the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion has been one of the most event- 
ful in the annals of industry, inven- 
tion and the vark>us arts. There are 
many achievements, which of them- 
selves, are almost as worthy of the 
honor as that magnificent exploit 
which the Sxposition is to celebrate. 
New crafts have arisen, and the old 
have been carried to a perfection un- 
dreamed of. Ei^>ecially marked has 
been the revolution in farming me- 
thods, and there is every reason 
why no fanner who wants to be 
progressive should miss the agricul- 
tural exhibits at the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition. Special 
attention will be given to appliances 
and methods, which will be classi- 
fied as follows : 

Group 1 1 8. — Appliances and Meth- 
ods used in Agricultural Industries. 
Class 567 — Types of agricultural 
factories connected with farming, 
dairies, creameries, cheese factories, 
etc. 

Class 568 — Oil Mills, margarine 
factories, grain elevators and ap- 
pliances. 

Class 569— Workshops for 
preparation of textile fabrics. 

Class 540 — Kq;iipment for 
breeding of birds and for the 
ficial hatching, raising, or fattening 
of poultry, poultry foods, methods 
of and appliances for packing and 
transporting. 

Class 57 1 — Market gardening. 
Buildings and appliances for growing, 
gathering, packing and maketing 
vegetables. Process and equipment 
employed in the forced culture of 
vegetable* and plants, witli speci- 
mens of products. 

The Department oi 1^1 vc Stock 
will ofiFcr the largest competitive dis 
play ever held in the world, and the 
j)rize will l>e proportinately magni- 
ficent, $175,000 has been set aside 
by the Exposition for cash awards, 
and diflFerent States have added $aoo,- 
000 more, and $75,000 from breeding 
associations makes the total $450,- 
000. It has been estimated that 
three miles of ribbon will be required 
to provide award badges for the 
pedfgrc^ horses, cattle, chickens, 
dogs and cats which will compete. 
This class of exhibits is going to 
be of special interest to the deaf of 
Central California. While up around 
San Francisco and down in Los 
Angeles the deaf are crowded into 
the city, the deaf in this part of the 
State live largely on country places 
where they enjoy the thousand and 
one luxuries denied the city-dweller, 
or are employed out on farms or 
rancb^i. Porterville has quite a 
community of deaf farmers who 
have every reason to be proud of 
themselves. Dr. h. A. Palmer, for 
one, owtM and manages a fine 19- 
acre place three miles from town. 
He keeps some cows with 7 acres of 
alfalfa, and raises poultry and 
v^etables on a large scale for 
marketing purposes. Mr. Palmer is 
the deaf pioneer of the town and is 
r^^^\^^ ar, suthonty ou matters per- 
to farming and to the deaf 
in nj«4 part of the valley, 

There are others equally worthy 
of mention, Mr. and Mrs. J. M. 
Mann, of Tennessee, live on 13 acres, 
a mile and a half out of town, where 
they have a fine up-to-date house, 
5 acres are in Elberta peacheSi and 
the rest is devoted to stock. 

Mr. Arnold Baillod is takiag up 
farming in earnest. He is a newly 
naturalized citizen, having come 
direct from Switzerland where he 
W4« educated in oral schocris, and is 
ling his lime to learning the 
ways of the American deaf, and to 
his two and one-half acres. He has 
tmilt himself a comfortable house 
ami has started a p^h orchard. 

Mr. and Mrs. Benedict, of Iowa, 
are located on forty acres which 
they own, five miles from town. 
Their land is in hay and grain and 
indudes a fine family orchard. 

Mr. and Mrs. Odel Martin, of 
Kansas, live eight miles from town, 
where Mr. Martin superintends a 
large orange grove for a wealthy 
grower. They have deaf brothers 
and sisters in Portervir *'- and 
Mrs. A. E. Cummingb and 

Mrs. Robert Martin and Mim^ Uzzic 
Martin. The Cumminghams oc- 
cupy the old Martin homestead and 
run the place for their aged father. 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin have rented 
ten acres given orcr to oranges and 
alfalfa. The hospitality of this 
popular couple has made their place 
the scene of many a pleasant gather- 
ing of the deaf of that loc^ 
Mr. Martin has just purcbaseu 
fine team of horses which is the] 



envy of the community. Mrs. 
Martin is at present in Kansas visit- 
ing her parents. 

Mr. Sam Waters, of Kansas, has 
proved himself a very efficient hired 
man on an immense orange-grove 
two miles from Porterville. 

Mr, and Mrs. James Ray, the latest 
Kastern arrivals, from Kentucky, 
are making one acre go quite a long 
way for their family of five children. 
Mr. Ray is employed as a ranch hand 
on several ranches, where he is study- 
ing the business before he starts out 
on a larger scale. 

There are 160 acres up in the 
mountains some miles from Porter- 
ville, owned by Mr. James McEvoy, 
who has leased them for cattle graz- 
ing. Mr. McEvoy is now up in Ida- 
ho, near the Canadian line, with Mr. 
Theo Helstrom^ studing the possibi- 
lities of cattle raising up there. Late 
reports are that they are finding 
conditions up there far inferior to 
Central California, and that they are 
coming back to Porterville. 

There are a number of others in 
Porterville and in other parts of the 
San Joaquin Valley, but space is 
lacking. These others will be given 
the mention they deserve in another 
issue.

An Open Letter, 

August 31, 1914. 
To the Educators of Oie Deaf in tJte 
United States and Canada : 

My dear Friends:— I have ten- 
dered my resignation as Buperin- 
tendent of the MiH«iH«ippi Institute 
for the Deaf and Dumb, to take ef- 
fect September 1st, 1914, and the 
name has been accepted by the 
Governor, who has the power to 
appoint. I cannot express to you 
how I feel in thus separating my 
self from the work which I have m 
long enjoyed and from friends who 
have been so congenial and sym- 
pathetic. To each I tender my 
sincere thanks for courtesies 
kindness. 

Forty years ago to-day in 
Missoari Institute, I U>ok my 
lesson in training for teaching 
deaf from the beloved and 
tinguiHhed Dr. Wro. D. Kerr, 
founded, and for fifty years super- 
intended, that school. Thirty- 
three years a«o I assumed charge of 
the Mississippi Institnte. Durinji 
these years I have been tempted by 
-flattering offers to leave M '»i 

and try my fortunes in otlj< 
Somehow I felt that my work hm-^ 
wi*f4 not compl4>t« and declined those 
olTers which, flora some polots of 
view, were exceedingly Inviting. 
During all this time my work has 
been approved and commended by 
each 8uecee<iiu^ Board of TrnHle^^s, 
Governor and Legislature, and I 
have given to the State of Mississippi 
and her deaf children my very life 
bIof>d. 

My church thinks I have served 
the Htale long enough and haH call- 
ed me up higher by electing me to 
the presidency of one of her irreat 
educational institutions, the 'Pres- 
byterian University at ('larksvilj^, 
Tennessee, which is owned by the 
Hynoflm of Tennesnee, Mississif^pi, 
f !tt and -^ i.

Deafness is far more common 
than one would imagine. One out 
of every three grown-up persons 
suffers from ear disease. Deafness 
is, if popsible, a worse affliction 
than blindness. The blind have to 
bear their own inflrmity, l>ut the 
deaf know that their Bflaiction causes 
great iucoiivenieuce i-o othern be- 
Bides tliemmdvefi, and in addition 
rfio**t ctf-nf pf^ople aie continually 
suffering from noises in the head, 
sometimes so severe as to prevent 
Nleep. Noises in the head may be 
due to many causes, such as a piece 
of wax lying on the membrane 
closure of the eustachian tube, in- 
ternal ear disease, and so on. The 
noises are compared to many things, 
a noise of a sea shell vaiiety being 
perhaps the mont common, but the 
uoine of sledge hammers delivering 
heavy blows, the clanging of ma- 
chinery, the puffing of locomotives, 
the buzzing of bees, the whistling 
of birdH, are also met with. One old 
Irish lady used to say she felt as if 
all the tea kettles in Ireland were 
singing together in her head. Less 
frequently musical tones are heaid. 
Iliese, however, as a rule, are not 
played harmoniously, but with a 
januling discoid of a particularly 
dihagreeable nature. Hearing a 
full melody has, however, been re- 
ported. A certain musician had to 
give up his profession altogether, as 
every time he played a note a 
necond inharmonious tone resounded 
in his ear. So mixed are these noises 
that deafness occasionaily diives 
Hlronu men to Huicide. It in report- 
ed that Beethoven was more than 
once tempted to put an errd to hin 
existence after he tiecame deaf, A 
caHC is r^late^i of a profesHor who, 
finding that he could obtain no le- 
lief for a dreadful continuous roar 
in his head, said as he left the 
df>ctor'» consulting room that he 
would blow his brains out, and 
shortly afterwards did so. Fortu- 
nately, however, these noises are 
frequently curable. There are no 
cases which gives such good results 
as fiesh cases of ear di ease, and 
none ttrnt given less benefit than 
when ttie trout)le haw been allowed 
to run on for many years, but even 
in these latter instances good may 
follow skilled treatment. Many 
children apparently stupid and 
lazy, are only more or less deaf, 
the ritupidity really being with their 
parentu, who have faili^d to notice 
the fieff>ct. On this account it in 
8trongly and wisely urged that the 
ears of all dull and backward chil 
dren htiould be exjinihied. — The 
Family Dodor.
